As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a phase shifting wavefront superimposition method for wavefront 
measurement of optical imaging systems, comprising superimposing reference and object 
wavefronts for respective locations on an object being measured, determining an object-induced 
phase difference between the wavefronts, determining phase errors in the superimposed 
wavefronts by means of a spatial superimposition pattern evaluation, and determining the object- 
induced phase difference by correctively utilizing the determined phase errors, in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the above claims.

Claim Objections 
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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

For example, in claim 1, the phrase "registering intensities of superimposition patterns of 
object wavefronts and reference wavefronts produces successively in time with respective phase 
shifting". Does this mean that the object wavefront is detected, then a subsequent reference 
wavefront is detected from a different measurement, and the two are superimposed? Or that a 
reference and object wavefront are measured at the same time for one position, and then, at a 
successive time, a reference and object wavefront are measured for another position? This also 
ties in to the next clause of the claim, "from the registered intensities, determining an object- 
induced phase difference between object wavefront and reference wavefront for the respective 
location". Is it the object wavefront superimposed by a later measured reference wavefront, or 
are an object and reference wavefront measured simultaneously, and then compared to a 
subsequently measured reference and object wavefront? This continues throughout the claim. 

As for claim 2, it is unclear as to what a "predefined phase jump" is. Is this a change in 
the structure of the object being measured, as defined in the specification? Or is it a jump caused 
by the superimposition of the reference and object wavefronts? 

Furthermore, in claim 3, the phrase "compensating correction contributions to 
apodisation weights are determined" is extremely confusing. What exactly is being claimed 
here? It is clear from the claim that the terms are used in an equation, but it is vague as to 
exactly what is meant by that particular phrase and how the values are determined. 
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A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex 
parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 203 1, 2033 (Bd. Pat App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is 
followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim 
indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is 
(a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites the broad recitation a 
phase shifting wavefront superimposition method, and the claim also recites in particular a phse 
shifting interferometry method which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation.
